We 
remember Fedjay as the staunch friend and the fine person who could 
not pass by the stranger's misfortune or leave a comrade in a trouble. It 
was one of those people who stood at basis of Moscow Trojan 
Skinheads, community of apolitical antiracist skinheads from Moscow 
and Moscow Region. He made for development of Russian antiracist 
skinhead scene so much as nobody else. There is no doubt, that he was 
murdered for his believes. 

Memory of him will eternally live in our hearts. Rest in peace, the brother. 
Never forget! Never forgive!

Roman: First question is why Cenzura 
choose to be apolitical band. We didn't 
choose it, it's the normal situation for 
all of us. It’s the same question, why 
Cenzura don’t choose to be radical 
antifascist band I think, that neo Nazis, 
but also radical’s from left ,side of , 
political scene (street politics) are the 
same immorality. I am man and that’s 
the only criterion which is for me 
important. For me is not import if 
you are black, white, yellow, skinhead, 
punk (no radicals), for rue is import 
what kind of man you are. That’s 
because I can not be neo nazi. 

Your second question is about nazi 
scene in eastern Europe. I know only 
situation in Slovakia and Czech 
republic.

You can hear often 
anything like: Skinhead kills Gypsy 
family, but that's not the true - not 
skinhead, but neo nazi. The young 
people which first time see In media 
anything about skinheads it's 
interesting for them and are not!

Skinhead and Nazi. Then they are 
looking for some CD's etc. Very 
important is situation also in your 
school and in your friends. 

But I think that for young people in 
Slovakia is for the moment Nazi,Punk 
or Skinhead not interesting life style. 


Neupi: I don’t think so! The neo-nazis 
scene is now masked in other form of 
music. They're peasants, nothing else! I 
think, that in ’90s last century, there 
were much more nazis than now. Why 
Cenzura choose not to be one? Simply 
answer: were PEOPLE, not fuckin’ 
assholes without brain! Nazis have 
never been skinheads and the scene! 


Pista: Because we have a brain and 
think as people! I don’t think, that here 
are many nazis, as are somewhere in 
west. I only think, that in our country, 


the repression are much more 
benevolent in spite of law, which has 
forbidden it! And then, it evokes 
feeling of power, when nobody do 
nothing with that!

We are against any kinda labels within 
the scene, but we’re forced to step out 
as S.H.A.R.P Skinheads, o draw a line 
between nazis on one side and reds on 
the other. For us to be anti-racist is not 
political estaitment. It’s more moral 
question, to be a SHARP, it doesn’t 
mean to be antifa militant, cos of that 
fact that antifas in Russia same as in 
Europe are lefties. SHARP Skinhead 
movement has nothing to do with 


Moscow Trojan Skinhead Crew started 
activity after collapse of Moscow 
Sharp Crew. The idea was and still is. 
to get all the apolitical pro-stylish 
skinheads in Moscow' and surrounded 
areas under one roof. Today Moscow 
Trojan Skins (MTS in future) are group 
of people in age group between 18-28, 
who are strictly apolitical skinheads 
and skinbyrds. 

We've aware how big roll politics plays 
in skinhead subculture and 
unfortunately because of that our scene 
divided in two different groups. 
However, like a skinhead crew we're 
100% apolitical, but despite that fact, 
as individuals we might have our own 










politics, political correctness, 
protecting asylum seekers, immigrants 
or other minorities. To be SHARP, in 
our understanding, is someone who 
cares about skinhead cult, carries on 
the traditions and sometimes it might 
take violent turns. We don't give a fuck 
how you look or how you dress, what 
colour your skin is, but if you have 
something against me, my football 
team, or you try to hit on my girlfriend, 
don’t respect my country and it’s 
traditions, getting on our nerves with 
your political propaganda, it wont take 
long before you’ll get your ass kicked. 
You know, it's like in old skinhead 
comics. " If you want to be a real 
skinhead, yon must not haye racial 
prejudice. Blacks. Whites; Yellows - 
Take'em all!" - That is about us. We 
don't separate racists on whites, blacks 
or purple. Same as we fight with WP 
"skins", we fight with immigrants from 
Asia to, they are same nazis, we don’t 
do any exceptions. 

MTS is group of traditional skinheads, 
as you may notice from our name, but 
we have to make it clear, what is or 
who is traditional skinhead. Trad skin

Our crew members support various 








football dubs ( Spartak, CSKA and 
Dynamo). We all have different dub to 
support, however, we don't take any 
action in football hooligan scene here 
in Russia. Some of us use to be in 
hooligan firms, but nowadays we don’t 
accept people in out gang, who has 
football firm connection. MTS travel 
abroad to support our friends from 
Ukraine and Byelorussia and we’ll take 
take part in a fight down there. 

Hardly you can call us peace full music 
collectors. We don't look for trouble, 
somehow trouble finds us first. 
Football thugs, nazi skins, red necks, 
Arabs, bikers, club bouncers- they are 
all our potential enemies. 

Of course violence take major part in 
our lives, we acknowledge that it's not 
always fun. Some of us sit behind bars 
for murder or waiting for a trail for 
various reasons. Some of the members 
still have a problems with a law. I’ve 
been beaten up with metal sticks, 
bottles, bricks, I can not count all the 
damages what my body has been thru, 
simply cos I can’t remember them all, 
few times I had gun stick ed to my 
head, thank god, nobody pulled the 
trigger yet. Thanx to resistance. I’m 
alive and don't have any plans to quit.
